BLOCKADE OF CUBAN PORTS 


Will Be the Chief Work of 
Our Navy. 


Spain Will Try to Divert the 
War to Europe. 


| Washington Officials Disturbed by 
Disquieting Rumors. 


FORMAL DECLARATION OF WAR 


Will Probably Be Made Today—The 
President Thinks it Necessary. 
Contraband of War and Right 
ef Search Defined. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Not an American soldier 
will be sent into Cuba until after the 
rainy season is over next fall, unless 
Spain does something to force it. In- 
stead of men the United States will 
| send-arms and munitions of war to the 
H(iueis under Gomez. The American 
fleet is to keep supplies from reaching 
the Spaniards through the ordinary 
maritime channels. Gomez and his Cu- 
bans are to prevent them from culti- 
vating the ground which they control. 
The campaign is to be a campaign of 
starvation for the Spaniards. Supplies 
for the reconcentrados, who will come 
into the territory occupied by the Cu- 
ban forces, are to ‘be sent over in 
American ships. 

This is the plan Gen. Miles has been 
contending for, and it seems to have 
been adopted by the President. Infor- 
mation to that effect was circulated 
among the Senate Military Committee 
by Senator Sewall, who was a distin- 
guished volunteer officer during the 
war of the rebellion and is now a gen- 
eral of the New Jersey militia. 

This, however, will not prevent the 
mobilization of a volunteer army, as 
well as the regulars, Spain may make 
it necessary to send an army to Cuba. 
The fact of the matter is, there is no 
inkling as to how Spain proposes to op- 
pose the United States, so preparations 
will be made for a vigorous war just 
as if if were a certainty. 

What she has done up to this’ time 
leads military and naval officials to be- 
lieves she means to invite us to carry 
the war into Europe, and bring about 
European intervention. If that is her 
intention there will be no necessity for 
sending an army to Cuba, unless Gomez 
and the blockade prove insufficient to 
induce Blanco to surrender. Even if 
that should prove to be the case, the 
necessity for movement before October 
will not arise, for it is hardly 4 
that Blanco will try to get off the islan 
into the United States as an invader. 
Washington is filled with disquieting 
rumors tonight. There is so little real 
information as to what is going on 
that wild reports find unusual cur- 
rency. The proclamation giving notice 
of. our intention to blockade the ports 
of Cuba, except*those on the east end 
of the south coast, where the Cuban 
insurgents are strong, was issued, .s 
expected. 

The bill to reorganize the militia wés 
passed and signed by the President, 
but the call for volunteers was not is- 
sued, as expected. It was held back be- 
cause the bill to reorganize the regutar 
army is not yet a law. The expecta- 
tion was yesterday that it would he- 
eome'a law today. In fact, the thought 
was that the bill would be a law long 
before the militia was reorganized. The 
delay is .made necessary on account of 
the difference there would be in the 
organization of the two kinds of troops, 
Inder the new volunteer law the in- 
fantry regiment is composed of 1272 
enlisted men. The regular regiment is 
composed of only 720 enlisted men. 
Chairman Hull of the House Military 
Committee this afternoon made ar- 
rangements to have that bill passed to- 
morrow morning in time to have the 
Senate act on it immediately before or 
after Senator Walthall’s funeral. He 
read a telegram from the War De- 
partment stating that.the bill is of su- 
preme importance. If there is any 
hitch it is likely that the call will again 
be delayed. 


Interest, however, in that was sub-

reported to have been seized by an 
agent of the government, and a strict 
censorship established. All messages 
from Havan to Madrid must pass 
through this country or not at all.

Gov- 
ernment officials have shut their 
mouths and have kept them closed. 
No information is given out. On that 
account there is a great deal of ex- 
citement over the capture of the mer- 
chant ship Buena Ventura, by the gun- 
boat Nashville. Asst. Atty.-Gen. Boyd 
said tonight that his information is 
that she is a_ British vessel, al- 
though owned by a Spanish firm. 

A Washington lawyer has offered to 
prosecute a claim for damages for the, 
seizure, even if she is a Spanish ves- 
sel, on the ground that she was 
seized before the blockade was pro- 
claimed.

Secretary Ldng betrayed his isolab 
‘tion from the Président by saying he 
had no official knowledge of it, but 
he presumed the commander of the 
Nashville acted under orders when he 
captured the lumber craft. 


WAR SITUATION. 


Events Following in Rapid Succes- 
sion at Washington. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—There were 
two further important steps taken in 
Washington today toward: activities, 
not to méntion the overt act involved 
in the seizure of the Spanish vessel 
Buena Ventura off Key West. 

The first Was the issue by the Presi- 
dent of his proclamation announcing 
to the world the blockade of a number 
of Cuban ports; and the second was 
the signing by him of the bill provid- 
ing for the utilization of the volunteer 
forces in war. 

Then, in addition, there was a nota- 
ble retirement from the Navy Depart- 
ment in the case of Capt. R. B. Brad- 
ford, chief of the equipment division. 
Capt. Bradford is not only an officer 
of high scientific attainments, but is 
equipped as well in practical experience 
in naval m@étters. Although he has 
not yet ‘his present -office long, 
and by custom is entitled to nearly 
three years of further service here,’he 
has become so impatient to join in 
active service that he today addressed 
the following letter to the President: 


“I respectfully tender my resignation 


as Chief of the Bureau of Equipment 


of the Navy Department. It has been 
a great pleasure to serve during your 
administration in my pending capacity, 
and I beg to express my thanks for the 
honor conferred upon me by your ap- 
pointment to such a responsible office. 
This resignation is tendered only that 
I may ask for active service afioat.’’ 

Capt. Bradford addressed a similar 
letter to Secretary Long, with the ad- 
dition of a request to have command 
of an active warship. The resignation 
will be accepted, and, by virtue of his 
rank, as well as to the mark of high 
regard entertained for him by the ad- 
ministration, Capt. Bradford will be 
given one of the best available ships 
in the navy. 

The naval authorities welcomed with 
pleasure the manifestation of patriot- 
ism on the part of a distinguished New 
York citizen in tendering to the gov- 
ernment, without compensation, his 
speedy steam yacht. 3 

Following up the formalities be- 
ginning with the blockade proclama- 
tion, the State Department this after- 
noon addressed an identical note to all 
of the representatives of the foreign 
nations accredited to Washington, noti- 
fying them of the policy to be pursued 
by this government in the matter of 


privateering and neutrality. This was 


followed by the sending of cable rfes- 
sages to all American embassies and 
legations abroad, containing the same 
information in a little more succinct 
form for presentation to the govern- 
ments to which they are accredited. 
The statement was precisely similar in 
terms to that telegraphed by the As- 
sociated Press last Wednesday, and 
its formal adoptiom by the govern- 
ment as the line of policy to be pur- 
sued, was not prevented by the criti- 
cism passed upon it in the Senate yes- 
terday by Mr. Money of Mississippi. 
In brief, it declares that our govern- 
ment will not resort to privateering; 
that the enemy's goods on neutral bot- 
tcms, save contraband, are exempt from 
seizure; that neutral goods not con- 
traband under the enemy’s flag are 
exempt from seizure, and that block- 
ades, to be binding, must be effective. 
In substance, these are the principles 
laid down in the agreement of Paris 
of 1856. 

The officials are not disturbed at the 
semi-official notice from Madrid that 
Spain will refuse to be bound by the 
same principles and forbid privateering, 
for they are satisfied that the great 
commercial powers will not. tolerate 
the practice of privateering under the 
Spanish flag. Inasmuch as there exists 
2. great amount of misapprehension, not 
only among foreign countries, but also 
among American shippers, as to the 
character of merchandise that is con- 
traband or liable to seizure during the 
progress of war, the following unof- 


ficial but authentic statement has been 


ernment: 
CONTRABAND OF WAR. 

In determining, according to the law 
of nations, whether merchandise is 
contraband of war, is classified: (1) 
Absolute contraband. (2) Occasional 
or conditional contraband. (3) Goods 
not contraband. 

The first class includes all goods of 
an essentially warlike character. 

The second class includes provisions, 
naval stores, coal, horses, certain kinds 
of machinery, certain forms of steel, 
iron, etc., which dre subservient td war- 
like use and which are destined for the 
use of the enemy. They are contraband 
or not, according to occasion and con- 
ditions as to their character, shipment 
and destined use. 

Every such case depends on its own 
facts.

No article of merchandise is contra- 
band unless transported beyond the ter- 
ritorial waters and jurisdiction of a 
neutral State nor unless destined for an 
enemy’s port or for an enemy’s use or 
for an enemy’s ship on the high seas, 
which belligerent ships are permitted 
to police in search of an enemy’s Ships 
and contraband of war. 

No final and exhaustive definition of 
contraband articles can be given. 
They are changing with the progress of 
invention. 

Some articles were formerly contra- 
band which are not now, and the con- 
verse is true. . 

Each belligerent govemment is *com- 
petent to determine what it will treat 
as contraband. Its proscription of con- 
traband articles is conclusive, If >uch 
proscription should be made in out- 
rageous disregard of international law 
or treaty rights, neutral states af- 
fected would probably interfere. 
Neither belligerent can treat goods as 
contraband in violation of his treaty 
stipulations with a neutral power as 
regards the subjects of that power. 
Any one desiring to ship goods to a 
foreign port in neutral vessels would 
profitably consult any existing treaties 
between Spain and the government of 
that port. 

The belligerent right of capture, as 
against a neutral, exists only either in 
a case of contraband of war, or of an 
enemy’s goods aboard, or of a viola- 
tion of an effective blockade, and in 
other analogous cases where the ccn- 
duct of the neutral justifies the bel- 
ligerent in treating his property 
as enemy property. If Spain adheres 
to the principle,. “free ships, free 


was not officially explained today. but

The gunboat Nashville 
ran her down and put a shot across her 
bows from the four-inch gun on the 
port side aft, manned by Lieut. Killing- 
ham. The Spaniard ignored the shot, 
but another closer to her bows brought 
her to. 

A prize crew under Ensign Magruder 
was put aboard. Capt. Lucarraga, in 
command of her, was astounded. He 
said he did not know that war had 
been declared, but when he was in- 
formed of the state of affairs he 
shrugged his shoulders and accepted 
the situation philosophically. 

The Nashville has taken on stores 
and will return to the fleet, carrying 
Ensign Magruder, who will be relieved 
by Ensign Carlton of the Snow. 

A body of marines is pacing the deck 
of the Spaniard and her crew of 
twenty-eight are lounging about the 
decks in nonchalent fashion. Not a@ 
man is in irons. : 

According to prize laws, Capt. May- 
nard will turn the prisoners of war over 
to the United States. District Attorney, 
who will decide the question of their 
disposition.

KEY WEST, April 22.—Early last 
evening came the first realization of the 
fact that the tedious period of inaction 
Was nearing its close. When signals 
were hoisted recalling all the men to 
the ships without delay, many inter- 
preted this as a precautionary meas- 
wre, especially in view of the fact that 
@ number of officers, including several 
from the flagship, remained ashore and 
had leave for the_ night. About 11 
o'clock there occurred a decided change 


“in the situation, when a special boat 


hurried from the flagship with orders 
to all still ashore to immediately re- 
turn to the ships. , 

Midnight found the city empty of 


. the gold braid and blue jackets with 


which it had grown so familiar. Save 
one or two recalcitrant jackies, whose 
convivial patriotism had run away 
with their sense of duty, there was not 
&@ naval man to be found in town. 

The theater of action was transferred 
to the harbor, where a glittering pan- 
orama was enacted until daybreak ap- 
peared slowly over the waters of the 
gulf. 

For many days past the flagship has 
majestically swung at anchor about 
seven miles out, flanked by her gor- 
geous sisters, 
diana. To the eyes of Key West the 
great smokestacks were barely visible 
while the hulls lay like  indefinable 
shadows in the distant waters. 

The inner harbor, however, offered a 
striking picture, crowded with mon- 
itors, cruisers, gunboats and little but 


sinister torpedo boats, flitting noise- 


lessly in and out of the maze of greater 
vessels lying at anchor. 

When twilight fell last night this 
scene was unchanged. The signalling 
between the distant trio of ships and 
those closer in shore had been the cus- 
tom ever since the assemblage of the 
fleet here, but last night vari-colored 
lights glimmered their messages across 
skies almost without cessation. 

The first streaks of the morning 


- light were crossing from the east, and 


two bells just sounded from the ships, 
when a tiny, and to unfamiliar eyes, an 
almost imperceptible line of fire ap- 
peared on the sky above where lay the 
flagship. A moment or two after,.and 
the signal staff of the Cincinnati, lying 
off Fort Taylor in the inner harbor, 
flashed into colored light, acknowledg- 
ing the call. 

The Puritan and Helena joined in 
the incandescent signals, and soon the 
skies were kaleidoscopic, as ship after 
ship answered, and new lights ticked 
messages fraught with the gravest im- 
portance and creative of history. What 
words, of course, no one ashore knew, 
but the few who watched with strain- 
ing eyes from sea and docks needed no 
interpreter to tell that it meant hos- 
tile action. 

The message was not long in deliv- 
ary, but sunrise had fully come as the 
last letter flickered and went out. Then 
the witnesses saw that the movement 
had actually begun under cover of the 
night. The big ships could still be 
discerned in the distance, but the 
others had moved toward them, the 
flagship drawing other ships of the 
Squadron to her. 

The Wilmington and Amphitrite had 
slipped from their anchors and ad- 


Vanced within hailing distance of the 


flagship. It was just 5:42, when the 
New York, without unnecessary dis- 
play, moved pompously and slowly 
toward the outer waters of the gulf, 
The red light flashed the signal to 
eager eyes on the following fleet, and 
told them to get in motion at last. 

To those ashore it looked as if the 
New York was somewhat in advance 
of the line, with the Iowa and Indiana 
following on either side, but separated 
from her by a good stretch of water. 
As the line advanced toward the hori- 
zon, the ships spread out until perhaps 
there was a distance of three miles be- 
tween the tips of the crescent. The 
ships of the inner harbor had stepped 
out one by one and stoped by various 
stations until the entire formation was 
ready to move. 

The exact order of the ships could 
not be ascertained from the _ shore. 
From the highest point in Key West 
the line was semi-circular. The ships 
that followed the three leaders were 
the cruisers Cincinnati, Detroit, Nash- 
ville, the gunboats Wilmington, Cas- 
tine, Machias, Newport, monitors Am- 
phitrite, the Mangrove and the May- 
flower, and the torpedo boat Foote. 

Why the powerful monitors Puritan 
and Terror did not accompany the fleet 
could not be officially learned, but it is 
said they may follow shortly. The 
Marblehead is taking on water, and 
will doubtless join the squadron in a 
day or two. a: 

The Fern went to Tampa for ammuni- 
tion for the fleet, and will carry it to 
Havana if that is the destination. 

At present the fleet is moving well 
out to sea and may await further or- 
ders if those so-far received are not 
final. Torpedo boats held here can 
quickly carry such dispatch to the ship. 
The terrible tension of waiting days is 
past, and all ears are now strained for 
the thunder of guns which will tell 
that the long-awaited crisis is at hand 
at last. |

A Havana cable to the New 
York Herald says the weak point in 
this city lies directly ahead of the 
fleet. Blanco, in full uniform, is at 
Santa Clara, where the battery is 
strongest of the city’s defense.

It is cavalry day in Chattanooga and 
the cavalry has captured the city. All 
night long the ringing of car bells, 
blowing of whistles and shouts of per- 
sistent hackmen made sleep out of the 
question, for trainload after trainloai 
of troops were coming in. The war 
feeling runs high and excitement is at 
fever heat. The war with Spain is all 
over but the shouting, according to the 
minds of the people of this otherwise 
quiet town. . 

The rumor which gained credence 
last evening through a fake published 
in one of the local papers to the effect 
that the troops were to be removed 
from Chickamauga and sent south at 
once, and that incoming regiments were 
to be diverted to Mobile, New Orleans 
and Tampa, was received with glum 
silence, but the official denial of the 
rumor, coupled with the statement of 
the railroad officials that they had been 
directed by Gen. Brooke to reach all 
incoming regiments by wire wherewer 
possible and turn them toward Chat- 
tanooga, stimulated the interest anew. 
. The Twelfth Infantry, which came in 
’ t an early hour this morning from 

ort Niobrara, Neb., was the first proof 
the people had that the order to bring 
the infantry here had been actually 
put into effect.- The soldiers were sur- 
rounded, complimented, given cigars 
and little delicacies of all sorts, and 
treated more like visiting princes or 
representatives of a royal court than 
soldiers,

Gen. Brooke early this morning, and

- all his equipage was taken to the par 


and unloaded. By noon the camp wails 
in perfect shape and the Twelfth had 
settled down to await further march- 
ing orders. 

In Chickamauga Park, all the morn- 
ing and part of the afterncon as well, 
numerous companies of infantry were 
in the field, in skirmish drills and other 
maneuvers. The park affords excellent 
latitude for field drills on a large scale, 
and presents as diversified a character 
of country, topographically, as it would 
be possible’ to find anywhere. The 
rough work of crossing small streams 
and brooks, climbing steep banks, ad- 
vancing in skirmish order, everything, 
in fact, that can be thought of in mili- 
tary field maneuvers, is practiced here, 
The colored troops, under the command 
of white officers, of course, have been 
indulging in these drills for a week or 
more, and are becoming thoroughly 
well hardened to the service.

LEE RIFLE TESTS. 

Through Capt. F. W. Sibley, Lieut. 
Scott and Lieut. Sawtell of the Second, 
I was enabled to get the first full de- 
tails of the recent tests of the new Lee 
rifle, which is now in the hands of the 
marines and Jack tars in the navy. 
The original model of the Krag-Jorgen- 
sen rifle was submitted for tests to an 
ordnance board at Fort Riley three 
years ago, upon whose recommenda- 
tion it was adopted, hence the Lee 
rifle was sent also to the same post for 
tests as to its efficiency, accuracy and 
range. 

The tests were completed a few days 
ago. Two cadavers were used in the 
tests, one the body of a herculean 
negro who had died from heart disease 
less than twenty-four hours before the 
tests were made, and the other the body 


of a white man, who, through illness, | 


had become somewhat emaciated. 

“I was present at the tests,” said 
Sibley, ‘“‘and must say that the little 
rifle, although its projectile is not 
much larger in diameter than a slate 
pencil, is a terrific weapon, when its 
range and penetration are considered. 
We selected the best shots in the army 
to handle the gun. Sergt. Henser of 
the Second Cavalry, who is the holder 
of about all the medals that can be 
awarded individuals for expert marks- 
manship, tested the rifle on the cadaver 
of the negro. 

“The first few shots fired showed that 
something was wrong, for he did not 
hit the body at all. He is a man who 
ean pick off each button from your coat 
at reasonable range, so we knew that 
the fault was not in the man, but in 
the piece. Investigation showed that 
the point blank range of the rifle was 
600 instead of a little more than 300 
yards, hence that accounted for the 
misses. 

“When the sights were corrected, 
Sergt. Henser placed every bullet, at 
300 yards in the exact spot designated 
by the surgeons, who were present, and 
demonstrated that the rifle was abso- 
lutely accurate. At longer ranges, say 
in mid ranges, distances from 300 to 600 
yards, after testing the sights on paper 
targets, he continued this accurate 
shooting, and at 1000 yards still placed 
the shots where he was directed to 
place them. 

“It was shown during his shooting 
that the rifle, if the sights were 
properly set to any given range, shot 
a trifle low. This is an. excellent fault 
in a military rifle, however, and the 
Krag-Jorgensen would be much better 
if it possessed the same trait, but it is 
inclined to shoot high. The safety 
catch on the Lee, however, is consid- 
ered imperfect and possibly may result 
in accident. 

“When the barrel of the piece is 
loaded, and it is desired to carry it so, 
the safety catch must be turned up to 
its extreme angle until a click is heard. 
If it fails to klick and is subsequently 
turned downward, as is required when 
the gun is io be fired, the piece will go 
off. Or, if the safety catch is not 
thrown up until it clicks, and there is 
a cartridge in the chamber, the gun 
will fire if there is an attempt to re- 
move the cartridge by opening the 
breech bolt. In action, of gourse, it is 
not to be supposed that the soldier can 
have his ear close enough to his rifle 
all the time to listen for clicks, hence, 
unless it is improved at once, some ac- 
cidents are likely to happen.” 

-“T witnessed the autopsy upon the 
body of the negro,” said Lieut. C. G. 
Sawtell, “and can ¢perhaps best de- 
scribe the action of the steel bullet by 
comparing its motion to that of a boy’s 


top. When the top is thrown and 
strikes the ground, it spins very 
rapidly, but its point also travels 


around in small circles for a few sec- 
onds until finally it stands upright and 
spins in one spot, The centrifugal force 
applied by the string causes this. 
When it begins to lose its motion 
through waste of force from friction 
with the air, it wabbles so that its 
upper end describes larger circles than 
the point. 

“It was shown by the autopsy that 
is true of the little steel bullet. The 
centrifugal force applied to the rapidly 
moving projectile by the grooves in the 
barrel give it the first effect up to 
about two hundred and fifty or three 
hundred yards. As a result, one of the 
shots at this distance, which entered 
the right eye, made an orifice slightly 
larger than the diameter of the bul- 
let, but in its exit blew out the entire 
back of the skull, grinding the bone 
into minute fragments and causing so 
great an explosive effect that the com- 


‘paratively soft tissue of the brain was 


reduced to an almost liquid pulp. 
“That this one shot was not an ex- 
ception but the rule at this distance, 
was shown by an exactly similar condi- 
tion produced by other shots at the 
same range. At ranges of from 300 to 
500 yards, there was little or none of 
this explosive effect noted. The bullet, 
like the top, had by that time settled 
down to a steady unvarying rotation 
and was going at its highest speed. 
“The results of shots at this dis- 
tance, particularly one that penetrated 


through the rib and out at the back 


showed a clean cut puncture and very 
little of the explosive effect. This shot 
penetrated one of the lungs, which is of 
soft tissue, but the effect was radically 
different from that produced by the 
bullet in the brain at the shorter dis- 
tance. At 1000 yards, Sergt. Henser 
put one bullet through the thigh bone 
and another through the larger bone 
in the arm. 

“The ‘wobbling’ stage of the top may 
be compared to the condition of the 
bullet at this stage and a shattering 
effect was produced in the bones, show- 
ing a perferation slightly larger than 
the bullet, but from which radiated 
cracks in every direction much as you 
have noted when a pistol bullet is 
fired through a sheet of plate glass. 
The experiments were conducted under 
the direction of Dr. Griffith of Kansas 
City, who is president of the board of 
military surgeons.” 

CAR OF MULES BURNED. 

The only mishap of any consequence 
that has occurred up to this writing

GOING TO THE FRONT. 


Presidio Troops Delayed in Arizona 
| by a Wreck. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. j 

EL PASO (Tex.,) April 22.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The special train 
pearing the California troops from the 
Presidio, which was due to reach El 
Paso this afternoon at 2 o’clock, did 
not arrive until midnight tonight. The 
unusual delay to the soldiers, who 
were being speeded across the conti- 
nent with all possible dispatch, was 
caused by a wreck on the line at 
Dragoon Summit, which cost the life 
of Engineer Frank North, and se- 
riously injured his fireman. The acci- 
dent occurred at an early hour this 
morning. 

The special that arrived here at 
forenoon, and which 
was conveying Troops A and F of the 
First Cavalry, from Fort Huachuca, 
Ariz., to\the Chickamauga rendezvous 
in Tennessee, was pushed up the hill 
last night at Dragoon Summit by a 
“helper.” As the helper was return- 
ing after completing its task, it col- 
lided with an engine drawing an east- 
bound freight. The collision did no se- 
rious damage to the two engines that 
was apparent. then, and the freight 
proceeded on its way soon after the 
accident, . Unknown to the trainmen 
a portion of ‘the freight engine had 
been broken loose, and as the _ train 
was rolling down the hill, a few min- 


utes later, the obstruction fell to the 


ground, and in the twinkling of an eye 
the engine was overturned. 

The accident was so sudden that En- 
gineer North and his fireman had not 
time to jump, and both were caught 
under the ruins. The engineer was in- 
stantly killed, and it is stated that 
the fireman will die. Dragoon Summit, 
where the accident occurred, is located 
about 240 miles west of El} Paso, in 
Arizona. As a result of the wreck all 
trains west of the spot, including those 
bearing the California troops, were 
delayed ten hours until the debris could 
be sufficiently cleared to permit rolling 
stock to pass round the wreck on a 
hurriedly-constructed track.

MAY SEIZE HAWAIL. 


SENATOR DAVIS AND OTHERS 
FAVOR SUCH A STEP. 


If the United States Does not Take 
the Islands Spain May—Annexa- 
tion Said to Be a Justifiable War 
Measure. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Members 
of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations are generally without infor- 
mation as to the plans of the admin- 
istration in Hawaii, but some of them 
indorse the idea of securing the Pa- 
cific Islands by seizure at this time, 
in view of their strategic importance. 
Senator Davis, chairman of the com- 
mittee, is among those who hold this 
view. He said today that he consid- 
ered that the United States would be 
entirely justified in taking the islands 
in case of war as a war measure. 

“They would,” he said, “be neces- 
sary for our own defense, and we 
would be justified in their seizure at 
such time to prevent their falling into 
the hands of our enemies, to whom 
they would be invaluable. What is to 
prevent Spain sending a cruiser’ to 
Honolulu and seizing the country, to- 
gether with our property interests 
there, including our coal, of which I 
understand we have quite a supply in 


the islands. Furthermore, there are 
in Hawaii many fmerican citizens 
whose interests it is necessary we 


should protect. For these reasons I 
should indorse the taking possession 
by the United States in time of war 
with another country, into whose 
hands they might fall. We, of course, 
know that the Hawailan government 
is friendly to annexation, so that ac- 
quirement by this means would not 
he so violent a proceeding as it might 
seem under cther circumstances.-” 

It is held that in case possession was 
acquired in this way, there would be 
no necessity for confirmatory action 
by Congress.

STEEL MILITARY CARS. 


Now en 
to Cuba. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, April 22.—The most 
valuable implements of war will leave 
this port today for the Spanish army 
in Cuba. They are actually moving 
forts, protected by steel armor-plate 
which are designed to be used on the 
railroads to protect the Spanish soldiers 
in their contest with both the Cubans 
and the troops of the United States 

who may land in Cuba. 

The cars have been loaded on the 
New York and Cuba mail steamer Alo- 
dene. This steamer, which is known 
as a British tramp steamer, was char- 
tered recently by the American Com- 
pany which is familiarly known as the 
“Ward line.” The cargo the steamer 
carries, as far as known, consists of a 


large quantity of provisions consigned 


to Spanish merchants in ‘Havana, in 
addition to these moving forts. : 

The steel cars, which are of the box, 
car type and consigned to F. G. Can- 
ton, Manzaniiio, Cuba, are constructed , 
to run on a narrow-gauze sailroad end ; 
were originally intended to be used by 
Gen. Pando in, his campaign in the 
eastern section of Cuba ‘They are 
formidable-looking affairs, each being 
constructed of wood, covered with 
seven-eighth-inch steel. armor plate. 
They are each twenty-five feet in 
length and nine feet Righ. On each 
side of the cars are fifteen loopholes for 
rifles. Along the string pieces are the 
Spanish words, “‘Férreo Carril Militar,” 
which, being translated, means “steel 
military car.”

PRIVATEERING. 


AMERICA WILL OBSERVE THE 
PARIS DECLARATION. 


Our Determination not to Resort to 
Privateering Makes Friends for 
Us Abroad—Spain Refuses to Re- 
nounce High-sea Robbery. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, April 22—A dispatch 


to the Tribune from London says that 
the United States in the event of hos- 


tilities will not resort to privateering | 


and will be governed by the four rules 
of the Declaration of Paris. This is 
considered a masterly stroke in diplo- 
matic circles. While England’s sym- 
pathy has been with America from 
first to last, Spain has gained some 
tactical advantages as negotiations 
proceeded. 

The point has been scored, not by 
many, but by a few English journals, 
that while Spain has made a series of 
concessions to America, Congress in the 
end has compelled her to fight. All 
the Continental journals have agreed 
in describing the negotiations aS one- 
sided, with Spain in the position of 
offering one sacrifice after another 
without appeasing American opinion. 

It was important that the State De- 
partment while justifying war on 
humane principles should restrict the 
area of disturbance as much as pos- 
sible, and guarantee security for neu- 
tral commercial interests. This has 
been done by the official announcement 
from Washington that the government 
will adhere to the principles of the 
Declaration of Paris of 1856. 

Nothing could be more satisfactory 
to English, German and French com- 
mercial interests. It is a pledge that 
the United States will respect the four 
rules of the declaration of Paris, dis- 
countenance privateering, protect neu- 
tral goods under any flag and the ene- 
my’s goods under a neutral flag, with 
the single exception of contraband of 
war, and recognize the necessity of 


| making a blockade effective in order to 


render it binding. These four pledges 
will be the safeguards of European 
commerce during the impending war. 

So far as the American practice is 
concerned, Spain will be placed on her 
defensive: She will be compelled to re- 
peat these Assurances or else alienate 
European sympathy. The judgment ex- 
pressed in diplomatic circles is that the 
State Department has adopted a course 
which will embarrass Spain, concillate 
the commercial and mercantile classes 
of England and the continent, and 
United 
States. 

Every one of the four rules of the 
Declaration of Paris in favor. of 
America in the event of hostilities. 
Diplomats perceive at once that Amer- 
ica has nothing to lose and much to 
gain from the abolition of privateering 
and the protection of neutral com- 
merce and private property under any 
flag and the establishment of the prin- 
ciples that a blockade, in order to 
binding, must be effective. 

It would be to the manifest advan- 
tage of the United States, if both bel- 
ligerents were under obligations to 
respect the Declaration of Paris. The 
State Department by taking high 
grounds in the interest of civilization 
may force Spain to follow it. If Spain 
draws back, owing to a wanton desire 
to capture and destroy vate prop- 
erty at sea, it will be an offense against 
the commercial interests and moral 
opinion of Europe. 

This is the judgment of diplomatists, 
members of Parliament, ahd represen- 


-tatives of mercantile England, and 


they sincerely hope that the announce- 
ment of the department’s intention in 
today’s papers will be followed by sim- 
ilar assurances from Spain. It cannot 
be doubted that the adherence of the 
United States to the Declaration of 
Paris will strengthen English feeling 
in favor of America, and greatly im- 
pair the anti-American sentiment on 
the continent. It will be an appeal to 
self-interest all around, yet will have 
a moral justification in the promotion 
of the high ends of civilization. 

Mr. Balfour only needs an assurance 
of this kind in order to authorize a 
rigorous enforcement of the neutrality 
acts, which will shut the Spanish fleet 
out of British coaling stations and 
cripple it. The declaration of Paris 
leaves contraband of war an uncertain 
quantity, to be determined by prize 
courts; but Great Britain, which will 
have the decisive influence in regulat- 
ing neutral obligations in the impend- 
ing conflict, has an interest of her own 
in classing coal in that category. 

The confirmation by Ministers of the 
reports of the attitude of the United 
States respecting the four rules of the 
Declaration of Paris was greeted with 
hearty cheers by members of Parlia- 
ment. 

Spain's attitude was regarded as 
doubtful in spite of the hope expressed 
by Mr. Balfour and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral that the Madrid government would 
be willing to give its adherence to the 
same principles respectin neutral 
goods and possibly privateering as well. 


Indeed, the opinion was expressed by 
members that without privateering, the 
war would be ended before it was 
fairly begun by Spain. 

There is a strong pro-American sen- 
timent in the House 6f Commons which 
is likely to lead to the organization 
of a public meeting for the expression 
of sympathy with the United States on 
the Cuban question. Mr. Moreton, 
member for Devonport, is arranging 
details for a meeting at an early date 
in Queen’s Hall, and is supported by 
other membérs of Parliament of both 
parties. |

LONDON OOMMENT. 


Some Papers Wax Eloquent Over 
“Emotional Anglo-Saxons.”’ 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGTIT REPORT.) 


LONDON, April 22.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The St. James Gazette this 
afternoon, discussing the interests of 
spectators of the coming hostilities, 
says: = 
“Taking for granted President Mc- 
Kinley’s sincerity in saying the United 
States do not desire conquest or ter- 
ritory, the fact remains that the United 
States, which call themselves America, 
are engaged in endeavoring to expel @ 
European power from her foothold In 
the New World. on 

“This can hardly happen without 
gtving increased force to the sentiment 
which Mr. Olmey expressed in such 
crude terms in his letter to the Marquis 
of Salisbury, and the war can hardly 
end without affecting the general posi- 
tion of Buropean powers profoundly, 
be its course what it may.” 

Referring to the possible action of 
the United States, the St. James Ga- 
zette says: 

“Spain has done something to put 
herself right with public opinion in 
Europe, and no doubt she, to some ex- 
tent, is fighting in a common cause. If 
she gains success, and proves herself 
capable of making headway against 
the United States at sea, thus indi- 
cating the presence of a weakness in 
the American navy not hitherto sus- 
pected, the disposition of the powers 
to intervene will be greatly strength- 
ened. 

“There is a great deal of billing and 
cooing among emotional Anglo-Saxons 
at present. In the United States there 
is a certain amount of gush, probably 
as sincere as the hysterical emotion 
excited by Bryan’s flashy ‘cross of 
gold’ metaphor. Here there are al- 
ways people who gush when America 
is concerned, but these waves of emo- 
tion come and go. Deep-rooted feelings 
= dislike and substantial interests 

The London weeklies devote a great 
amount of space to the wa.r The Spec- 
tator says: “As a nation the Ameri- 
cans stand absolved of entering the 
war with am evil spirit. Our fervent 
hope is that they may win quickly and 
easily.”’ 

The Speaker says: ‘There cannot be 
any doubt that the United States are 
waging war for good ends, and the 
Americans have our best wishes for 
their ultimate success.’’ 

The Statist says: ‘The sooner Spain 
comes to terms the better for herself. 
The United States will need 
loans, but the securities will be freely 
taken in Europe at a moderate rate of 
interest if Congress makes them re- 
deemable in gold.”’ 

United States Ambassador Hay is so 
overwhelmed for applications for en- 
listment in the American service that 
he has sent a note to the press point- 
ing out the impossibility of enrolling 
volunteers on this’ side of the Atlantic, 
in view of the enlistment act. 

Col. Hay has received intimation that 
the Spanish officials in England are 
quietly enrolling volunteers. If this is 
confirmed he intends to notify the 
British government. 


DOES WAR EXIST? 


The Question is Still Debated in 
Some Quarters, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 22.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The New York 
Trfbune’s Washington dispatch says: 
“Though the official announcement of 
a blockade of Sapnish ports in Cuba 
can scarcely be construed as anything 
but war, there is still a great deal of 
uncertainty expressed in and out of 
Congress whether a state of war be- 
tween Spain and this country actually 
and legally exists. 

“The expediency of making a formal 
declaration of war against Spain has 
been eagerly discussed by the Cabinet 
and by leaders in Congress, and it has 
been urged that certain constitutional 
and military difficulties might be got 
rid of through legislative action sanc- 
tioning general hostilities and clothing 
the Executive at once with undisputed 
war powers. | 

“The administration would doubtless 
prefer to have a formal declaration of 
war come from Spain in this instance, 
yet the events of the last two Gays 
have made any formal recognition by 
either nation of a state of hostilities 
existing between the two countries as 
a mere matter of expediency, for the 
President’s blockade proclamation has 
already served as a sufficient notice On 
foreign powers to rupture friendly re- 
lations, and Spain, by dismissing Min- 
ister Woodford from Madrid, and re- 
fusing to receive or discuss the Ameri- 
can ultimatum, has evidenced with 
equal emphasis her purpose to main- 
tain her hopeless and empty s80v- 
ereignty in Cuba by force of arms. 

“If Congress should be asked to pass 
a declaration of war, the action on the 
joint resolution: could easily be ob- 
tained at any time by general consent, 
But the President and his advisers 
have not yet determined whether or 
not it is advisable to take this last and 
now almost meaningless step. 

“Though both houses of Congress 
agreed today to a conference report on 
the Volunteer Bill, and that measure 
was signed by the President, it was 
decided to delay for a day a call for 
volunteers to fill the ranks of a 
projected army for Cuban occupation. 

‘The requisition will probably be 
made tomorrow on the Governors of the 
various States for the 100,000 troops 
necessary to insure a successful in- 
vasion and conquest of Cuba. 

“In the House today, an agreement 
was reached by which the Army Re- 


organization Bill, raising a total 
strength of the regular forceg in time 
of war to about fifty-six thousand men 


and officers, will be 
passed tomorrow. 

“The Naval Affairs Committee has 
also ready to report, a bill creating a 
volunteer naval reserve, under whose 
provisions several thousand seamen 
may be enlisted for service, chiefly on 
the smaller vessels of the patrol squad- 
ron and the mosquito fleet.’

The French Consul or consul-gen- 
erals will take charge of Spanish in- 
terests at New Orleans, San Francisco, 
Philadelphia, Boston and Galveston. 
At these points the Austrian govern- 
ment is not represented by consular of- 
ficers. If any case originates at these 
points and is brought before the State 
Department, then the French Ambas- 
sador will take entire charge of the 
negotiations, so far as Spain's inter- 
ests are concerned, without consulting 
the Austrian Minister. On the other 
hand, Austrian Consuls and Vice-Con- 
suls will take charge of Spanish inter- 
ests at New York, Chicago and Pitts- 
burgh. 

As to cases in these localities the 


Austrian Minister will act independ- 
ently and without consulting the 
French Ambassador. 


In smaller cities, where no Consuls 
belonging te the regular service of 
France or Austria are located, the con- 
sular agents, commercial or honorary, 
will take charge of Spanish interests, 
senority d@termining whether a French 
or an Austrian official shall be in 
charge. The Ambassador and Minister 
will have no joint functions to per- 
form for Spain in the sense of conduct- 
ine diplomatic negotiations as all 
diplomatic relations with Spain are ter- 
minated. 


WOODFORD IN FRANCE. 


HE HAD AN EXCITING TRIP TO THE 
FRENCH BORDER. 


Spanish Police Attempted to Seize a] 


Member of His Suite—His Train 
Attacked by a Mob at Valia- 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ]} 

HENDAYE (Spanish Frontier,) April 
22.—[By Atlantic Cable.] The United 
States Minister to Spain, Gen. Stewart 
L. Woodford, reached’ the frontier 
safely at 8 a.m., after an exciting ex- 
perience. 

The Spanish police attempted to 
capture a member of the United 
States Legation, but the attempt was 
frustrated by Gen. Woodford. At Val- 
ladolid the United States Minister’s 
train was attacked, but he slept 
quietly throughout the disturbance. 

Mr. Moreno was the. member of the 
Untited States Legation singled out fee 
the Spanish police for capture, on the 
arotind that he is a subject of Spain, 
but the attempt was frustrated, owing 
to the presence of mind of the Min- 
ister. 

At Valladolid, the United States Min- 
ister’s train was attacked and stoned. 
Windows were broken, and the civil 
guards were compelled to protect his 
carriage with drawn swords. Gen. 
Woodford, however, slept throughout 
the disturbance. The Moreno incident 
threatened to be serious. The Spanish 
police made a determined effort to cap- 
ture Moreno, but Gen. Woodford stood 
in the doorway of the carriage, de- 
claring he should not be removed by 
force. 

A detachment of police accompanied 
the train from Toloso to San Sebastian, 
where the police officials left, on see- 
ing that the general was determined 
to maintain his rights. 

At Segovia the students of the mili- 
tary college gathered on the platform, 
cheering for Spain, and there were sev- 
eral similar incidents at other stop- 
ping places. It was a great relief to 
the Minfster’s party when the gen- 
eral finally reached French soil. But 
Gen. Woodford, personally, seemed 
unconscious of amy danger. 

The general, in bidding farewell to 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press, who accompanied him to. the 
frontier, requested the Associated Press 
to express his sincere thanks to all 
the representatives of the press, Euro- 
pean and American, for their uniform 
kindness and good faith during his 
stay in Spain. 

WOODFORD’S FAREWELL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

BAYONNE (France,) April 22, 1:30 
p.m.—The farewell of the United 
States Minister, Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, was in keeping with the dignity 
displayed throughout the crisis.

Gen. Woodford knew nothing of the 
disturbances until he reached Tolosa. 
There a sergeant of the aivil guard, 
accompanied by a private, boarded the 
train annd demanded that Mr. Joaquin 
Moreno disembark from the car. James 
the general's valet, thereupon awak- 
ened the general, who hurriedly dressed 
waite matters were being explained to 

m. 

The general then formally protested, 
through the medium of the correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press, against 
the attempted interference with his 
suite, declaring that Mr. Moreno was 
his private secretary and a British suhb- 
ject. The Spaniards claimed that he 
was a panish subject, but the general 
refused to give him up to the police 
and placed himself in the doorway of 
the compartment in which Mr. Morenn 
was traveling, declaring he would only 
surrender the latter if forced to do so. 

The Minister then asked the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press to 
explain to the Spaniards that he placed 
Mr. Moreno under the protection of the 
British flag, and that if they took him 
it would only be by using personal y‘o- 
lence to the United States Ministor, 
who proposed to. protect Mr. Moreno 
until the frontier was crossed. 

If an artist had been present at that

This argument pre- 
vailed and the troublesome visitors 
withdrew. When the train reached San 
Sebastian, Mr. Moreno and Gen. Wood- 
ford felt considerably relieved.

Don Carlos Says America Has Been 
Given Advantage.

BRUSSELS, April- 22.—The 
York World correspondent called on 
Don Carlos at his hotel, and obtained 
the following declaration from him: 

“If the Carlists had been in power 
in Spain, war would have been inevita- 
ble two years ago. But Spain has 
erred on the side of generostty and 
chivalry, and has thus gone lengths 
hardly compatible with national honor. 
The United States has taken advantage 
of this attitude and has utilized the 
interval in strengthening her fleet. 

“But we Spaniards are tough fighters 
and enter the contest fearless of con- 
sequences. We thank the Holy Father 
for his kind offices, but the time has 
passed for intervention and the final 
catastrophe is now inevitable.’’

99 “We are prepared today to cap- 
ture or destroy any force that Spain 
could possibly send against the Pa- 
cific Coast,” said Rear-Admiral Kirk- 
land. 

“In the first place the Spanish gov- 
ernment has no vessels in the Pacific 
waters nearer than the Philippines. 
We have a greater force there than 
Snain. and can easily take care of the 

oposing fleet. 

possibility lies in sending 
a fieet through the Straits of Ma- 
gellan.

Another 
valuable adjunct to our Pacific Coast 
defense is the three torpedo boats now 
nearing completion in the Sound. 
This number can be increased matg- 
rially, if the necessity presents, since 
each requires only sixty days for 
building.”

PRESIDENT RECOMMENDS 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—~The Wash. 
ington Post says that the Presi- 
dent will tomorrow send a message to 
Congress suggesting that a declaration 
of war be passed. The message was in 
course of preparation at the State De- 
partment this afternoon. This action 
was hastened by the seizure of a 
Spanish merchantman off the Florida 
coast, and the desire to prevent any 
possible complications. The right of the 
Seizure of the Buena Ventura, how- 
ever, is not questioned by the admin- 
istration, since Spain herself accepted 
our ultimatum asa declaration.of war. 


AT THE WHITE HOUSE, 


Smith Sacceeds Gary in the Cabinet, 
The President's Callers, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—It was un. 
usually quiet at the White House dur- 
ing the forenoon, largely in anticipa- 
tion of the assembling of the Presi- 
dent's official council, for it was regular 

Cabinet day. 

Senator Davis, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, and Sen- 
ator Cannon of Uitah, were with the 
President early today. Senator Can- 
non’s visit, however, was largely of a 
personal character. He expressed the 
belief that there would be a formal 
declaration of war made by Congress, 
tomorrow, and that it would be put 
through the Senate within a few min- 
utes after noon, when the period of- 
fered by the ultimatum of this govern- 
ment would expire. He said he did 
not think it would be proper for this 
government to take such action until 
after the limit had expired. 

Arrangements wtre made early to- 


day for the assumption of office at 11. 


o'clock of Mr. Smith, the new Post- 
master-General. Associate Justice Shi- 
rar of Pittsburgh administered the 
oath to Mr. Smith at the White House 
shortly before the Cabinet meeting. 

Senator Davis, as the chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, was 
in conference with the President for 
half an hour. At its conclusion, he an- 
nounced that there had been no ma- 
terial change in the situation, and that 
everything was progressing satisfac- 
torily. Mr. Gary, the retiring Post- 
master-General, remained only long 
enough to witness the taking of the 
oath by his successor, and then feel- 
ingly bade the President and his col- 
leagues good-by. 


CABINET MEETING. 


Proclamation for Blockade of Cuban 
Ports Promulgated, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The Cabi- 
net meeting today lasted from 11 tol 
o'clock. The discussion of the propcsed 
proclamation to the world that this 
government will establish and effec- 
tively maintain a blockade of the Port 
of Havana, occupied considerable time. 
The proclamation, substantially 2s pre- 
pared by the Attorney General, was 
signed and promulgated at once. 

The embargo resolutions of Congress 
were also discussed at length and 
finally approved by the President. 
These will be put into effect imme- 
diately. They will effectually prevent 
the landing at any Cuban or other 
Spanish port of coal and contraband* 
articles. Customs officers will be in- 
structed not to grant clearance papers 
to any vessels so laden, and if a false 
statement is made as to their destina- 
tion they will not be permitted to pass 
the blockade and will be-subject to 
seizure. 

During the meeting Gen. Greery, th? 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army, was 
called in, as was also Mr. Morean. the 
local manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, but the nature of 
their business was not disclosed. 

The Cabinet discussed a number of 
important matters bearing upon the 
situation, but the members were un- 
usually reticent in regard to them. 

The President and his advisers con- 
sider the war now on, and no time will 


be lost in forcing the issue. ome 


At the conclusion of the meeting, 
the President took a walk with Secre- 
tary Alger. 


LIKE SPANISH DIPLOMACY. 


Great Britain’s Sympathy for Amer. 
ica is Officially Correct. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, April 22.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Great Britain's sympathy for 
America is like Spanish diplomacy— 
officially correct. There is scarcely a 
public man or important newspaper that 
does not warmly support the United 
States. At the same time, in private 
couversation, there is much criticism of 
the United States and indorsement of 
Spain is heard. There is much head 
shaking over the result of the naval 
hattle, and the feeling even finds its 
way into print. + 

The Daily Graphic today printed @ 
long letter from a naval officer, who 
says beth Porto Rico and Havana ought 
to be able to hold their own against an 
attack until supported by ships. 

An editorial article in the Chronicle 
today expressed the opinion that the 


I’nited States was throwing away an 


axcellent strategic opportunity by go- 
ing to Cuba instead of intercepting 
the Spanish fleet. 

Continental Europe steadily refuses to 
believe that the United Statesis embark- 
ing in warforany other purpose than 
conquest, being prone to judge Amert- 
can motives by standards other than 
appear to actuate their own national 
policies. The continental papers pre- 
dict with the greatest jealousy, thet 
the United States will retain all the 
Spanish colonies, which it will inevit- 
ably capture, and that the United 
States will then become one of the 
strongest rivals in the scramble for 
the few remaining unoccupied portions 
of the earth.

Mirister to the United States, aiter 
csking for and receiving his  pass- 
ports, departed from Washingion 
and passed through the ‘erritory cf 
the United States on his way to Can- 
adaas peaceably and as safely as any 
American citizen might have done. 
Neither at Washington nor at any 
point along his route was there any 
hostile demonstration. The Ameri- 
can people have too much self-respect 
to insult or menace the representative 
of a foreign power while he is right- 
fully in our territory in the line of 
duty. The Spanish Minister—whose 
conduct during -his brief stay in the 
United States was uniformly courte- 
ous and dignified—was at all times 
as safe in Washington, or in any 
part of the United States, as he would 
have been in Madrid. He performed 
with faithfulness and discretion the 
duties assigned to him by his zovern- 
ment, and against him, individually, 
no American can reasonably cherish 
resentment.

Although his relations to- 
ward the Spanish government have 
been marked by uniform couriesy, a 
hostile mob of Spaniards. greeted 
him at the railway station upon his 
departure from Madrid, necessitating 
a strong guard to protect him frem 
insult and possible’ violence. At 
mumerous places along route 
through Spanish territory there were 
hostile demonstrations.

PRIVATEERING. 
Intimations have come from Ma- 
drid, at various times, to the effect 
that in case of war between’. the 
United States and Spain, the latter 
nation will rely in large part upon 
the operations of privateers against 
American commerce as a measure of 
offense. It has been announced, 
with some appearance of official 
sanction, that in case of an actual 
outbreak of hostilities the Spanish 
government would issue letters of 
marque to all applicants, with the ex- 


pectation that the privateersmen 
thus put into commission would 
speedily drive American commerce 


from the seas, and would thus force 
the United States to sue for peace. 
This promising buccaneering pro- 
gramme is in a fair way to receive a 
rude check if Spain attempts to put 
it into operation. The United States 
government has declared, semi-offi- 
cially at least, that it will not engage 
in privateering in the impending war, 
unless forced to do so as a measure 
of retaliation. This announcement 
has been received with approval in 
England and on the continent. It is 
probable that the European powers 
will bring strong pressure to bear 
upon Spain to compel that govern- 
ment to refrain from _privateering. 
The British government has already 
taken steps in this direction, by mak- 


ing forcible representations to the 
Spanish government, and requesting 
information as to Spain's intentions 
in the premises.’ 

Neither the, United States nor 
Spain is specifically bound by the 
Declaration of Paris, of 1856, by 
which the powers signatory thereto 


bound themselves to refrain from 
privateering in the event of war. But 
the United States, fn pledging itse'f 
to abide by the terms of that dec- 
laration, has won the’ good will of 
the leccing commercial nations of the 
Old World, the safety of whose com- 
merce is thus in a measure assured. 

Privateering is in effect a form of 


legalized piracy. It has no proper 
nlace in modern, civilized warfare, 


It is a needless and a serious menace 
to international commerce, and if 
Spain persists in her declared in- 
tention to resort to it in the impend- 
ing conflict, she will be likely to get 
into grave complications with the 
European powers—and esnecially 
with England. 


A BIT OF BRITISH SENTIMENT. 

That English newspaper which in 
the present crisis has proven the 
stanchest friend to the United States 
is the London Chronicle. On ‘April 
6, it printed these  encouragiag 
words, which all Americans will read 
with genuine satisfaction: 

“Today the sun rises on a _ freat 
crisis in the West. President Mc- 
Kinley’s message goes to Congress, 
and there can be little doubt it will 
convey definitely to the world the 
resolve of the United States to in- 
sist upon the effective liberation of 
Cuba from the thraldom of Spain. 
Pope Leo XIII. continues to the 
last moment his benevolent’ efforts 
to obtain an armistice between the 
Spaniards and the Cubans, and it 
may be, even at the last moment, he 
will succeed through the Roman 
Catholic clergy of the island. But 
we cannot doubt. that the United 
States, from. Maine to Oregon, and 
from Texas to the 
tier, means to carry through its 
great emprise of securing to ihe 
Cubans liberty to direct their own 


destiny without interference from 
this side of the Atlantic. Our latest 
news from our. correspondents at 


Washington and New York is that 
even the Presidential organs have 
given up all hope of any longer post- 
poning the Jast word to Spain. And 


that the attitude of Great Britain is 
drawing the old country and_ the 
great republic closer together at this 
crisis. There is not, and there never 
has been, any sympathy in this coun- 
try with Spanish methods in Cuba, 
or any: great belief that Spain would 
voluntarily ameliorate the condition 
of her suffering subjects in the great 
island of the Antilles. We may not 
be able in international law to find, 
save in the case of Greece, any close 
parallel to the intervention now due 
from the United States. But the 
one case of Greece, which excited 
as much enthusiasm in England as 
that of the Cubans does in America, 
is sufficient to justify the attitude of 
Congress and of the Washington 
Executive today. There are certain 
things the conscience of the civil- 
ized world neither can nor. should 


have recently grossly neglected our 
duty to the suffering nationalities in 
Turkey, that is no reason why the 
United States should refuse a helping 
hand to the Cubans.” 


SEASONED MILITARY TIMBER. 

An irresponsible evening newspaper 
attempts to make it appear that Tre 
Times editorial of Wednesday, bear- 
ing the heading, “Where Saall the 
Veterans Get In?” contained an at- 
tack on the National Guard of the 
country, and makes the further as- 
sertion that “indignation” exists 
among the citizen soldiery thereat: 
all of which is of course as false as it 
is ridiculous. THr TIMES made no 
charge whatever upon the militia, 
but simply advanced the idea, which 


is sustained by every man who has 


any knowledge of military affairs, 
that it would be the part of wisdom 
to officer the untried troops—-the 
volunteers yet to be organized—with 
men who have seef service, instead 
of sending them to the front with 
officers as untried in actual war as 
are the men in the ranks. The sug- 
gestion was made that at least half 
of the new volunteer regiments to be 
organized should be officered by war 
veterans; which suggestion is in no 
wise a reflection on the courage or 
fidelity of either the men of the 
militia or their officers. It is all 
good timber, but, like all good tim- 
ber, it will be better when it is sea- 
soned, and if the new troops go. to 
thefront with commanders who know 
what the smell of powder is like, 
they will be worth twice their num- 
ber officered with untried men. This 
is a proposition that is so plain and 
reasonable that discussion of it is a 
waste of breath. Give us Yankee 
volunteers with veteran officers and 
America stands ready to fight any 
troops that ever marched to the tap 
of a drum.

Beer and Tobacco Made to Bear the 
Biggest Part of the Burden 
of Taxation. 


MINERAL WATERS ALSO TAXED. 


DILL WILL YIELD ONE HUNDRED 
MILLIONS YEARLY. 


House Rushes Through the Volun-. 
teer Army Bill and Will Pass 
the Army Reorganization 
Bill Today. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Ways and Means 
Committee of the House has decided 
on the Revenue Pill. It raises $35,000.- 
000 from beer, $25,000,000 from tobacco, 
and $40,000,000 from other sources. Plug 
tobacco and tobacco in packages pays 
an additional 6 cents per pound; 
cigars an additional $1 per thousand; 
cigarettes the same. 

Retail dealers will pay a license of 
$4.80 to $6; beer, $1 a barrel addi- 
tional; stock sales, 2 cents on a par 
value of $100; stock certificates, 5 cents 


Jon @ par value of $100; checks, 2 cents, 
irrespective of value; notes, 5 cents; 


mineral waters, 1 per cent. per pint; 
wines, 2 cents per pint; patent medi- 
cines, 1 cent per 25 cents’ worth; ex- 
press packages, 1 cent on 2d-cent 
charge, deliveries from department 
stores excepted; telegrams, 1 cent on 
each 25 cent charge; press dispatches 
excepted. 

Four hundred million dollars’ worth 
of bonds were also authorized, as a 
popular loan, at 3 per cent., redeem- 
able after ten years, due in twenty. 

SENT TO THE PRINTER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The Re- 
publican members°of the Ways and 
Means Committee completed the war 
revenue measure today, and sent it to 
the printer. It will probably be sub- 
mitted to the full committee on 
Wednesday. The bill as now prepared, 
it is estimated, will raise between $95,- 


000,000 and $100,000,000 annually. 


The decision made today was that 
the determination not ito place a tax 
upon either of the substitute propos!i- 
tions, railroad and other transporta- 
tion tickets, or petroleum. It was 
decided, however, to place a tax of 1 
cent upon chewing gum, and 2 and 4 
cents on mineral waters, ginger ale 
and foreign and native wines, 2 cents 
on pints and 4 cents on quarts. These 
additions are made to the Stamp Act 


of 1866, which is reénacted with modi- 


fication.

8 p tax over 
ARMY BILL AS AMBNDED,

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The con- 
feres of the two houses on the Volun- 
teer Army Bill reached an agreement 
before Congress convened today. Ac- 
cording to this agreement the Senate 
receded from its first amendment con- 
cerning the time in which the organized 
militia shall serve, but the time for 
which all volunteers are to be enlisted 
is reduced from three years to two. 

The Warren amendment authorizing 
the President to organize independent 
troops was retained, but the number 
was limited to 38000. The Senate re- 
ceded from its amendment making it 
compulsory for the regiment and com- 
pany militia officers to receive their 
commissions from the Governors of 
their respective States, and leaving it 
optional, as fixed by the House. 

The Senate also receded from its 
amendment attaching an engineer offi- 
cer to the staff of each brigade com- 
mander. All the other Senate amend- 
ments reducing the rank of staff offi- 
cers, etc., were agreed to.

MOVEMENT WESTWARD EXPECTED 
BY RAILROAD OFFICIALS,

Grain and Dairy Prodacts from 
the Middle West to Supply De- 
ficiency Here—Demand for Re- 
frigerator Cars, 


Passenger movements eastward are 
pretty heavy just now, but coming 
west are light. Many railroad people 
think this is likely to change, perhaps, 
at once. It is thought that the people 
who flock to Europe every summer 
may stay on this side of the Atlantic 
because of the war between this coun- 
try and Spain.” While they could go 
in ships flying foreign flags, they may 
look upon the trip as fraught with 
accidental dangers, and prefer to be 
on the safe side. In that event, Cali- 
fornia would no doubt claim a good 
many’ of them here to spend the sum- 
mer. ‘ 

There is a very active demand for 
refrigerator cars to carry oranges east 
just now. From 100 to 125 cars a day 
are being forwarded. So many of 
these come back empty, the roads 
are making special inducements. to 
bring goods west. The minimum load 
is seven and one-half tons, in twelve 
to fifteen-ton cars.

SITUATION LN SPAIN. 


THE OPTION OF PRIVATEERING 
NOT TO BE RENOUNCED. 


Stars and Stripes Burned in Front 
of Sagastna’s Residence—The Pre- 
micr’s Position Strengthened, 
Panics on All the Bourses. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, ] 

MADRID, April 22. 2:30 p.m.—E) 
Epoca, Conservative, discusses the 

uestion of privateers and expresses a 

oubt of the truth of the report that 
the United States has renounced this 
option, “inasmuch as America and 
Spain were the only nations that main- 
tained the option at the Congress of 
Paris in 1856.” 

The paper insists that “All the ar- 
Suments then adduced by the United 
States for upholding the option now 
are in favor of Spain, who will not 
renounce it.” 

El Epoca says also that Spain does 
not consider fair the declaration of the 
neutral powers as to, contraband of 
war, thus favoring one of the bellig- 


» erents, namely America, and it cites the 


case of England in 1885, who opposed 
stoutly the action of France in the 
Tonquin war in declaring rice contra- 
band. 

“All that England then alleged in 
favor of British subjects,” says El 
Epoca, “can be urged from Spain re- 
specting coal, which is the bread of 
life, of industry, without which modern 
warfare is impossible.” 

Respecting the blockade of Cuba, El 
Spoca calls to mind and invites the at- 
tention of Europe to the fact that “both 
America and Spain accepted clause 
four in the Declaration of Paris, pro- 
viding that ‘‘a blockade must be ef- 
fective and not on paper.” 

El Epoca declares that twice the 
present American fleet would not be 
adequate to establish an_ effective 
blockade of Cuba. Moreover, under the 
established rules, a blockade requires 
previous notification to the authorities 
of Cuba and the powers, allowing all 
shipping a definite term to clear out of 
the blockaded ports. 

STARS AND STRIPES BURNED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

MADRID, April 22.—This evening a 
crowd 6000 strong, carrying flags and 
shouting “Viva Espana,” “We want, 
war’ and “Down with the Yankees,” 
burned the Stars and Stripes in front 
of the residence of Sefior Sagasta, who 
was accorded an ovation. 

The people then went to the residence 
of the French Ambassador and insisted 
that he should make his appearance, 
but the French Ambassador was not at 
home. 

WAR WON'T LAST LONG.

“The decline in Spanish bonds and 
all the favorite securities of the native 
investors have ben painful. As every- 
body knows, the Spaniards themselves 
nowadays hold almost all their consols, 
their Cuban debt and other issues. It 
will suffice to quote as an instance the 
Bank of Spain shares, which since the 
last settlement have declined from 404 
to 270; the tobacco monopoly which has 
fallen from 243 to 190. and the Cuban 
bonds which have fallen from 92 to 61, 
while the exchange on Paris has risen 
from 32 to 68, to say nothing of the 
gold premiums.”

NEW YORK, April 23.—Tomas Es- 
trada Palma of the Cuban Junta has 
received a letter from Gen. Maximo 
Gomez containing the following: 

“Great things have been done. The 
essential thing now is to. triumph, 
which will be great glory to the vie- 
tor, who, like David of biblical fame, 
destroyed Goliath with only his sling 
and stone. 

“Blanco and Pando have sent me 
emissaries with presents. The presents 
I burned before their eyes and I told 
them if they should ever return I would 
hang them. The poor men were most 
astonished, and.I have since learned 
that they refused to come back a sec- 
ond time unless they would be permit- 
ted to remain with my army. 

“I hasten to tell you this, so you can 
know the infamy of the Spaniards. 
One year ago there was no clemency, 
no quarter. Women, mothers cnd chil- 
dren, were made victims of the Spanish. 
The soldiers of Weyler were taking 
with them everywhere desolation and 
ruin. By means of the heliograph the 
Spanish generals sent soldiers every- 
where through the island. 

“Gens. Luque, Ruiz and others de- 
stroyed cattle, horses, and even the 
palm trees. The 200,000 men then in 
this island disputed for the privilege 
of who should kill the most. Not one 
peace commissioner came then. 

“But all to no purpose. We made 
their troops useless; the hellograph 
and enemy’s cannon of no account. 
All our fields have given us bountiful 
fruits, while hunger reigns in the cities. 
We don’t know where the Spanish army 
hes gone. 

“T was then mentioned as the ‘so- 
called.’ Today they address me as 
‘distinguished adversary.’ 
“Why this change? The answer is 
simple. It is that the Spaniards see 
that their cause is lost, and they are 
trying to gain time to postpone the 
inevitable. I shall continue to fight 
with the same energy as in the past. 
Victory will crown my efforts.”

PRESIDENT DOLE’S WASHINGTON 
TRIP FOR ANNEXATION... 


Hawaiian Taxpayers Find the Five 

Hundred-dollar Maine Relief 
, Item Charged Up, and Large “In. 
cidentals”” Besides; Traveling 
Expenses, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 22.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] President Dole’s recent 
visit to Washington in the interest ot 
annexation has cost the Hawaiian tax- 
payers a pretty penny. The expense 
bill, amounting to something like $7000, 
is charged against the government. 
This includes an item of $500, which 
the President generously contributed 
to the Maine relief. 

In speaking of the matter, a promi- 
nent Hawalian among the passengers 
who. arrived on the steamer Rio de 


_ Janeiro today, said that not since the 


overthrow of monarchy has the com- 
munity sustained such a severe shock 
as it did when, im answer to a request 
from Representative Lochenstein, 
President Dole submitted to the Legis- 


lature an itemized account of his ex-. 


penses on ‘his pilgrimage to Washing- 
ton. 

_ The charge of $7000 as expenses was 
a shock in itself, but when it was found 
that the President had added to it 
$500 given to the Maine relief fund, it 
brought a scarlet blush even to the 
cheeks of the tax-eaters. Until the 
presentation of the bill, it was held 
as a universal belief that President 
Dole gave to the Maine relief fund 
from his own private purse. 

The papers of the United States, as 
well as local newspapers, have been 
unsparing in their praise of the Presi- 
dent’s generosity, and he permitted all 
such statements to go unchallenged. 
Legislators say they will force the 
President to pay that $500 out of his 


own pocket whether he is willing or not, 


It was not a legitimate item of ex- 
‘pense, they say, and will not be al- 


lowed. 

Dole’s trip. was not a star success, 
from an economic point of view. With 
Mrs. Dole, their own physician and 
courtier Iakea, in his train, expenses 
mounted up well into the thoysands, 
although the trip was supposed to have 
been made in due democratic style. It 
was confidently asserted by friends of 
the government, previous to the 
presentation of the expense account, 
that the President’s bills would not 
aggregate over $3000 at the outside. 

But they missed it. The item of 
steamship and railroad transportation 
footed up $2322; then came the hotel 
bills, $816; entertainment, $847; Maine 
relief fund, $500, and last, but not 
least, an additional item of $2276 for 
“incidentals.” all of which aggregates 
exactly $6762.75. 

The anti-administrationists are eager 
to look into that “incidental” expense 
account, which will undoubtedly be 
opened up for inspection. They want 
to know what sort of “incidentals,” 
attending a brief journey of a truly 
democratic President, can aggregate 
such a comparatively large amount. 
It is looked forward to as a lively day 
in the House.

Coconino County, Ariz., Seeks An- 
mulment of a Heavy Obligation, 
Patriotism | is Rampant in the 
Territory—Fatal Ending of a 
Ditch Feud Near Tempe. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) April 19.—[Regu- 
lar _Correspondence.]_ Several of the 
cases decided by the last term of the 
Supreme Court of Arizona are to-be 
appealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Of them the most im- 
portant is the quarrel between the 
counties of Yavapai and ‘Coconino over 
the funding of the bonds issued in aid 
of the construction of the long-defunct 
Preseott and Arizona Central Rail- 
way. The road was built while Co- 
conino county still was a part of Ya- 
vapai. The line connected Prescott 
with Prescott Junction (now called 
Seligman,) on the Atlantic and Pacific, 
and was seventy-two miles in length. 
For its construction, as subsidy, Pro- 
motor Bullock was given $280,000 in Ya- 
vapai county bonds. Latterly there 
has been no Prescott and Arizona Cen- 
tral Railway. Even its rails are gone, 
gone to build the ‘Randsburg road and 
a few sidetracks along the Santa Fé 
system, and its rolling stock is scat- 
tered east and west. The railroad has 
beén dead, practically, since the ad- 
vent into Prescott of the first train 
of the Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix 
Railroad, with its shorter line and 
modern equipment. 

The bonds issued to the builders of 
the Prescott and Arizona Central Rail- 
road were issued under the authority 
of an act of the Territorial Legisla- 
ture, passed in 1885, specifically permit- 
ting the bonding of the county of Yav- 
apai for the construction of the road, 
bonds to issue at the rate of $4000 per 
mile. In 1891, Coconino county was 
formed, and, by mistake, as alleged by 
her representatives, accepted part of 
the railroad bond indebtedness, squar- 
ing accounts with the older county by 
issuing to her new and negotiable Co- 
conino county bonds, in amount equal 
to one-third the entire debt of Yava- 

ai. 

PeThe law in the case materialized a 
couple of years later, when the District 
Court for Pima county, sitting at Tuc- 
son, in decision on a similar case (in- 
volving Pima county bonds issued in 
aid of the Tucson and Globe narrow- 
gauge) held that a Territorial Legisla- 
ture had no power to issue bonds for 
such a purpose and that such bonds 
were therefore void from the very be- 
ginning. Later again the Supreme 
Court of the United States decided that 
the Territorial Legislature had not the 
power to authorize the issuance of such 
bonds. In. i896, however, Congress 
passed an act, styled an amendment 
to the Arizona Funding Act, which 
legalized all bond issues ever made by 
the Arizona Legislature. That this act 
was intended to cover the Prescott and 
Arizona Central bonds there has never 
been a doubt. Indeed the act is de- 
fended by many on the ground that tp

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have done otherwise would have sa- 
vored of repudiation. But Coconino 
cares little for the taunt of repudia- 
tion. Through Attorney E. M. Doe of 

Flagstaff and Dist.-Atty. Clark she 
has attacked in the courts the right of 
Congress to make valid that which, 
she claims, never had and never could 
have had legal existence. She opposes 
the recent funding of the old bonds 
into Terrivorial 5 per cents., and claims 
from Yavapai restitution of funds to 
the amount of over $1,000,000. 

Appeal to the Territorial Supreme 
Court is also threatened of the decision 
given in the District Court pronouncing 
valid the famous commissioner of im- 
migration act, whereby the supervisors 
of the twelve counties are compelled 
to expend $600 per annum in paying 
the salary of a local immigration agent. 

Among the ideas that are crystalliz- 
ing into shape for presentation to the 
next Legislature is one for restricting 
the number of notaries public. As the 
law now stands any reputable citizen 
who can scrape up $2.50 for payment 
of the Territorial Secretary’s feé and 
who can secure a bond in the stm of 
£1000, can secure commission as notary. 
In effect this gives a notary to almost 
every law office in Phoenix, and ac- 
knowledgment of a document “an he 
had before a legal officer in a hundred 
places. Naturally there is a Jooseness 
in the way these many notaries «co 
business. The assertion is made that 
not half of them enter their acts in a 
book, as by law required, and there is 
no provision of law that enforces an 
inspection of their acts. Under the 
act proposed there will be only one 
notary to one thousand population. 

Arizona is no laggard in patriotism. 
She has but a single regiment of in- 
fantry of the National Guard. it is 
full to the limit and, did the law allow 
and the quantity of equipment »n hand 
permit, several more regiments eould 
be formed within the next week, Prac- 
tically organized is the cowboy regi- 
ment. It has the most emphatia sup- 
port of Gov. McCord, who has for the 
past fortnight been showering on the 
War Department indorsement of the 
regiment and applications for its en- 
listment at the first call for volunteers. 
The troop organizing in Phoenix: now 
has a strength of 110 effective men, all 
well skilled in horsemanship. The en- 
listment has been with the understand- 
ing that the regiment is to go at once 
to the front.. The Governor and several 
high cavalry officers believe the Ari- 
zona rough-riders will prove the most 
effective regiment in the service. 

Returned attendants on the Grand 
Army Encampment at Tucson tell of 
the intensity of patriotic fervor that 
pervaded the proceedings. The veter- 
ans felt themselves called upon to ex- 
press their sentiments concerning the 
impending crisis, by passing resolu- 
tions presented by Department Com- 
mander Charles D. Belden. 

After a year or more without a crime 
of consequence before the Maricopa 
county courts, there is no little ex- 
citement over the killing near Tempe 
yesterday of Carl Zech. The slayer, 
Cc. J. Hanson, and L. H. Howell, an 
accomplice, are in prison. The trouble 
was over water, a cause, according to 
an old Arizonan, more prolific of 
trouble than even the old reason of 
“a woman in the case.” The district 
where the killing occurred, eight 
miles south of Tempe, is one of the 
fariest in the Salt River Valley. It 
has been singularly notable for 
trouble and for neighbor’s feuds. One 
of these feuds over the course of an 
irrigating ditch. was between the 
Zech family and tthe forces of Miss 
Aurora Sease, a strong-mind, 1 young 
woman, who is farming for profit. 
Miss Sease, her foreman, Hanson, her 
uncle, Howell, and a few workmen in- 
vaded the Zech premises to clear out 
the ditch. To a degree they were 
backed "by a court writ. Zech opposed 
with a shotgun and was killed. He 
fell, face downward, into the ditch.

Southern California points with profit. 
A great many tons have been shipped 
to Los Angeles in the past two weeks, 
but correspondingly large shipments of 
cattle have gone out at the same time, 
which has had the effect of holding the 
market steady. The cattlemen are sell- 
ing at good prices now, and it is for- 
tunate that they are able to ship just 
@s California comes in for alfalfa, as 
the prices would have climbed up con- 
»S8iderably, as the shortage of feed in the 
Valley has made ii necessary for them 
to feed great quantities of hay. 

“Manager Turney of the Phoenix Hay 
and Grain Company says that the price 
of alfalfa will not go any higher. His 
company has contracted for a large 
Supply of new hay, which will be de- 
livered not later than the 15th of*April, 
and Mr. Turney says there is a great 
deal of alfalfa throughout the valley, 
gufficient, he thinks, to allow large ship- 
ments to California and at the same 
time !teave enough for the home con- 
Sumption. ‘You will not see many large 
Stacks of hay out in the valley,’ said 
Mr. Turney, ‘but there are a 
great many small. ones. When 
these are all taken into account 
the aggregate tonnage is very large, 
and I think there will be plenty to sup- 
ply the home trade with the shipments 
to California. The price will remain 
about the same up to the time the 
mew crop is ready to be delivered. 1 
do not apprehend that it will go 
higher, unless the shipments to Cali- 
fornia shall be greater than I now 
think they will be.” 

“If the price of hay which now pre- 
Vails is Los Angeles goes higher the 
shipments from the valley will no doubt 
be greatly increased, and the local 
price of $7.50 will take a jump upward, 
The scarcity of feed during the winter 
months has compelled the cattlemen 
to feed alfalfa, and the supply has been 
considerably lessened in this way. 
They have had to pay a stiff price for 
@ifalfa, but the good _ market thev 
Waited for has come, and they ‘are 
‘now shipping out fast. 

“The shipments of alfalfa to northern 
points and to southern mining camps 
continue, and there seems to be no fear 
that these shipments will have to be 
curtailed asin thecase of barley. This 
has been an unusual year in the grain 
trade. It has been greater than ever 
before for the reason that California 
had a shortage, and the Salt River Val- 
ley was left to supply almost the entire 
southwestern market. 

“The price of barley is the same as 
yesterday. Sacks of eighty pounds are 
selling in the local trade for $1.10. 
There are some small quantities of bar- 
ley in the valley which the owners have 
brought in to help out the shortage, 


but it has not affected the price.” 


TOBACCO GOING UP. FEastern 
tobacco factories yesterday wired their 
agents to withdraw all prices 
on goods and to refuse all new 
orders for the present. This means a 
certain expectation that the tax on 
these goods is to be increased at once 
on account of raising increased reven- 
ues for war ‘purposes. 


WALNUT-GROWERS' MEETING.

C. E. Holcomb, Secretary of the Ful- 
lerton Association, writes as follows to 
The Times in regard to the situation: 

“Of course, we all know that the way 
the market for Southern California 
Walnuts was managed last year was 
disastrous, as far as realizing good 
prices was concerned, and it would be 
Worse to have a repetition of the same 
this year. Acording to the advices 
that I have been able to secure, there

Bredstreet’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
NEW YORK, April 22.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: “General trade and spcculation 
this week have exhibited most of the char- 
acteristics which have become popularly as- 
sociated with the near approach of hostill 
ties. While there is reported a further quict- 
ine of distributive trade in some lines at the 
East and South, traceable almost ditectly to 
anticipated warlike conditions, there is a 
lack of regularity, even in the reports from 
those centers, which serve to show that, now 
that the uncertainty so long prevailing has 
been dispelled, trade conditions are being 
shaped to the new order of things. There is 
consequently greatly increased activity in 
many special lines at the seaboard, accom- 
panied by excited markets and heavy price 
advances. While trade ‘n the interior sym- 
pathizes to a certain extent with this price 
movement, there is still a perceptibly goo 
trade reported entirely outside of this. whic 
serves to prove that the prospect of war has 
not had nearly as much effect inland as it 
had on the coast. In commercial lines this 
week much interest and activity has been 
manifested in the speculative and actual de- 
mand for leading staples, such as wheat. 
corn, oats, flour, coffee, sugar, most pork 
products and cotton. A reflection of this act. 
ive demand, which had its rise, so far as 
wheat and cotton are concerned, among for- 
eign buyers who wish to anticipate any pors'- 
ble interruption of supplies, is found in the 
movement of prices, which for the first time 
for many weeks past, shows a general up- 
ward tendency. The advances in coffee, sugar

SANTA MONICA. 


Effect of: War on British Columbia 
Coal Supply. 

SANTA MONICA, April 22.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Much attention is being given 
here to the question of what effect war will 
have on imports of coal from British terri- 
tory. Cargoes of coal are regularly being 
brought from British Columbia to Port Los 
Angeles, near here. During the year ending 
March 31 last there was brought to Port Los 
Angeles from Nanaimo, B. C., 35,608 tons of

coal. These figures are based on “long’’ 
tons of 2240 pounds each. The Comox coal 
burns more rapidly and is better adapted for 
steam purposes, such as locomotive work. 
The Nanaimo coal is used for domestic pur- 
poses. Owing to the recent coal fam‘ne ship- 
ments have been rushed, and over 20,000 tons 
of coal from the two British Columbia poinis 
have been discharged into the bunkers at 
Port Los Angeles this month. The collier 
San Mateo sailed from Port Los Angeles on 
April 14, and hag had barely time to arrive 
at one of the coaling ports and take on a 
cargo. The collier Mineola sailed on April 
19 and will not arrive for three cays yét. 
Should neither of the vessels be hindered 
from taking on a cargo and bringing it away, 
the two will fetch about 7100 tons cn their 
return passages. 

Should the order of the British govern- 
ment, as recently reported, wth reference to 
coal being a contraband article in case of 
war, apply to coal being brought here from 
British Columbia so as to prohibit it from 
being brought here, it is probable that the 
deficiency that would thereby be created cou d 
be supplied from the State of Washington. 
Should that source fail the New Mexico coal 
output could doubtless be increased so as to 
satisfy the demand. 

For several weeks past coal has been taken 
from the bunkers at Pert Los Angeles and 
haul-* away by rail about as fast as it has 
been discharged into them from the cclliers. 
The collier Peter Jebsen, Capt. Klausen. is 
now lying at the docks discharging 4500 tons 
of coal.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S OPINION ON 
THE HIGH SCHOOL QUESTION, 


Growers and Shippers Still Unhappy 
Over Emergency Freight Rates. 
Eastern Markets Demoralized 
by Poorly-packed, Half-spoiled 
Fruit. 


SAN DIEGO, April 22.—[Regu‘ar Coire- 
spondence.] The tangle into which the San 
Diego High School question has fallen has 
been cleared somewhat by am opinion from 
the Attorney-Gen@ral, received yesterday by 
Dist.-Atty. Sweet. Some weeks ago an at- 
tempt was made to secure by election the or- 
ganizatican of a high-school district, ni crder 
to take the preliminary steps toward the 
erection of a high-school building, which 
is badly meeded. But the people voted the 
proposition down, not, it is understood, be- 
cause they did not want a new schoo! build- 
ing, but becausé a notion was prevalent that 
the anew district meant new taxation. 

As the matter stands, the Board of Edu- 
cation has no funds for. the maintenance of 
a High School, and can devote funds from 
the general school moneys only by suffer- 
ance. There is no high-school! district, and 
therefore there can be ao high-school funds. 
The Attorney-Ggmeral, in his opinion, holds 
that it is doubtful whether the acts of the 
Board of Education in thus devoting money 
to the High Schoo! is legal, and he urges 
that the only proper way is to organize in 
the manner provided by law. 

In order to thus organize, it is necessary 
to again hold an election. Until this is dcne, 
it is quite likely that some citizen will put 
a stop to the doubtful transfer of funds to 
keep the High School going, and as a con- 
sequence the Board o ucaticn will order 
the school 

NOT AL LESSING. 

The emergency rate of the ra'lroads, de- 
signed to move lemons east, is not an un- 
mixed blessing. Growers and shippers are as 
displeased as ever. They claim that the rail- 
roads have hedged the thing about with such 
restrictions that there is really oo profit in 
shipping now, and that the market is be- 
coming demoralized by iae dumping of poorly 
packed and half-spoiled fruit into the east- 
ern cities. 

The railroads now require that a full 320,- 
000 pounds, or 364 boxes, of lemons be packed 


in each car. This effectually prevents ven- 


tilation, and the result is disastrous by the 
time the fruit has crossed the Rockies. Under 
the old rate the shipper packed his car as he 
pleased, and was able to keep the fruit in 
good condition. Shippers are united in say- 
ing that the reasonable rate would be $1 for 
the season, with the privilege of packing not 
over 24,000 pounds per car.
